information I might have 
gathered could easily 
have been completely out- 
of-date in a matter of 
weeks. On this visit in 
1981 I started again from 
scratch, and traced the 
history of the industry 
during the past 50 years 
or SO. 


Up to about 1978 flip- 
pers, and many other 
games were allowed to 
operate freely in Portugal. 
then came a complete ban 
on flippers. A little later 
on there was a great 
outcry against football 
tables, those very harm- 
less non-electric games 
that give so much plea- 
sure to young people. 
They were declared to be 
demoralising. and though 
they were not forbidden a 
law was passed to pro- 
hibit persons under the 
age of 21 plaving on them. 
Also. thev were not to be 
sited within a certain 
distance of schools. col- 
leges. etc. 


It was at this time that 
the Associacao Portu- 
guese de Empresas de 
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series makes fascinating reading.

Diversoes, in other words 
an automatics trade asso- 
ciation that was part of a 
group of associations for 
various branches of the 
amusement industry. such 
as cinemas. theatres, tra- 
velling fairs, amusement 
parks. etc. I visited this 
association, and was most 
kindly received by Dr. 
losé Augusto Lima. the 
General Secretary, who is 
a lawver. With him was 
Mr. Horacio Zagalo. who 
is an important operator. 
and who acts as chairman 


at meetings. But he is not 
the chairman of the asso- 
ciation! As I understand 
it. the chairman and mem- 
bers of the committee are 
not in the automatics 
business at all! 


The association, under 
the wise guidance of Dr. 
Lima. has certainly done 
some very good work. and 
in the face of the most 
appalling complications. 
Flippers have been the 
main cause of the troub- 
les. 


chance. There have been 
inumerable court cases on 
the matter and the gen- 
eral confusion continues. 
The political instability in 
Portugal, with no less 
than eight different Gov- 
ernments since 1974, has 
complicated matters even 
more. 


What you have in Por- 
tugal is the curious 
situation of what is per- 
mitted by State law being 
refused in many localities. 
And not only this. There is 
a series of taxes, totalling 
about £900, that must be 
paid on each flipper 
before it can operate, 
taxes are so high that a 
flipper cannot be made to 
pav under these condi- 
tions. There is also a very 
complicated procedure 
which must be followed 
up to register the games. 


In spite of this. I saw 
flippers operating in Por- 
tugal. even in Lisbon, 
where they are. in fact. 
forbidden. They were 
sited in arcades in the city 
centre. and in arcades in 
the amusement park. Dr. 
Lima. who is obviously 
very overworked, said he 
spends nearly all his time 
dealing with, cases and 
queries concerning flip- 
pers. He had recently

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been to the appropriate 
Minister to try to get the 
situation clarified, and 
conditions made better. 


For video games, 
extremely popular in Por- 
tugal, things are easier. 
The operational tax is 
only about £9 per month 
in establishments that 
close at ten in the evening, 
twice that amount if an 
establishment closes at 
midnight, and three times 
that amount if the place 
closes at two in the 

morning. 


Mr. Zagalo said that for 
his part, personally, he 
felt there was a danger 
that the impossibly high 
taxes that should be paid 
on flippers might be ex- 
tended to video games as 
well, though up to the time 
of our meeting there had 
been no sign of this. The 
basis of all the trouble 
appears to be a complete 
lack of understanding of 
automatics in Government 
circles. Those who deal 
with the matter are 
narrow minded and in- 
flexible, and do not 
appear to be prepared to 
make efforts to under- 
stand the situation.

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There is a great deal 
more about the complica- 
tions surrounding flippers 
in Portugal, but I think I 
have written sufficient to 
make the situation more 
or less understandable, or 
at least understandable 
up to a point. I think I 
should explain that before 
flippers were declared 
illegal in 1978, a great 
many were imported into 
the country, and repre- 
sent a great deal of 
capital. That is why 
everyone is so concerned 
about them, though, in 
fact, I would say that 
today video games are 
more popular than flip- 
pers. 


The Association, I was 
told, has no less than 
3,000 members, most of 
them very small operators 
with only two or three 
machines, running them 
as a sideline. There are 
few big operators in the 
country, and to have 500 
machines would mean 
that the operator was one 
of the largest in Portugal. 
It is estimated that only 40 
per cent of Portuguese 
operators are members of 
the association. The sub- 
scription is extremely 
low, only 200 escudos 
(about £1.65) per month. 


Any member can apply to 
the association for advice 
(to Dr. Lima), and, even 
more astonishing, non- 
members can also apply 
for advice, which is given 
freely! Dr. Lima remarked 
"We are very democrat- 
ic. 

If you look at the map 
you will see that Portugal 
occupies an isolated posi- 
tion, having a frontier 
only with Spain. I think 
this must be the reason 


why so little is known of 


what is going on else- 
where. The people I saw 
at the Association had 
heard of Euromat, but 
appeared to have little 
idea of its function. And 
Euromat could probably 
give this Portuguese Asso- 
ciation a lot of infor- 
mation that might well be 
invaluable. 


I asked what they 
thought of Portugal going 
into the EEC. Dr. Lima and 
Mr. Zagalo thought that 
Portugal would not join at 
all, or if the country did 
become a member, then it 
would be on unsatisfac- 
tory conditions. 


The Associations hold 
meetings frequently, and 
always in Lisbon. One had 
recently been held in a 
theatre. Meetings, I was 


told, are always very well 
attended. Though later on 
someone else told me that 
though the meetings are 
crowded, people pay little 
attention to what is going 
on, and drift off outside to 
discuss matters between 
themselves. 


Future 

Certainly the automatics 
industry in Portugal has 
developed considerably 
since 1974. There are a 
number of firms assem- 
bling games, most working 
in co-operation with 
Spanish manufacturers. I 
visited one factory assem- 
bling by an arrangement 
with a big firm in Ger- 
many, and will be writing 
about this in Part II. Itis a 
far better proposition to 
assemble games in Portu- 
gal than to import com- 
plete games, for the 
import duties are very 
high. 

The future of automat- 
ics in Portugal? Person- 
ally I think a great deal 
depends upon the political 
situation. There has been 
encouraging development, 
and there could be a lot 
more. Next month I will 
relate what some of the 
people in the automatics 
business who I met in 
Portugal had to say.

BRITISH GAMING MACHINES WERE 


Holland's own auto- 
matics trade show is 
actually a specialised 


exhibition within another 
exhibition. The Horecava, 
ene of Europe's largest 
and most impressive 
trade shows for the hotel 
and catering trades has 
always included coin 
operated equipment, for 
games and juke boxes are 
an integral part of the 
equipment in cafes, bars, 
etc. For many years auto- 
matics firms had their 
stands here and there in 
the great show, which 
completely fills five big 
halls at the Rai exhibition 
centre. Then some people 
began complaining that 
certain firms were selling 
equipment direct to site 
owners, a practice very 
much frowned upon, and 
rightly so. The solution 
came in 1977, when the 
balcony in the main hall 
was reserved for a 
special automatics show 
arranged by V.A.N., the 
Dutch trade association, 
and known as the V.A.N. 
Expo (though in general 
the show is still alluded to 
as the Horecava) Only 
association members and 
others well known by 
V. A.N. are admitted to the 
balcony. 


This solution is by no 
means ideal. I found that 
a good number of the 
firms participating feel 
that site owners should be 
allowed to see the new 
equipment. And as the 
Horecava is attended by 


representatives from 
every single branch of the 
catering trade, such as 
those in charge of service 
canteens and messes, fac- 
tory canteens and cater- 
ing arrangements in 
schools and colleges, 
these people, who could 
well be interested in 
installing games and juke 
boxes, do not get the 
opportunity to see them. 
However, the arrange- 
ment has certainly stop- 
ped sales to site owners 
up to a certain point.

This year the balcony 


was full, and 13 firms 
participated. The stands 
were very good indeed, 
planned and arranged 
with a great deal of taste, 
and coffee and other 
drinks were offered 
everywhere. 


As the firm Fortuna, 
headed by Henk Weijburg 
and his charming wife, 
was celebrating its 25th 
anniversary, I think that 
they must get first 
mention here. Henk has a 
deep knowledge of the 
industry; and was presen- 


ting a good range of 
games. Williams new 
game, called Stargate, 


was one of the big novel- 
ties, and the only one at 
the show; Henk, who 
knows a good game when 
he sees one, predicted a 
big success for this one. 
Model Racing's Dribbling 
was there, too, a game 
that could easily become a 


classic. And there was a 
selection of video games 
from Zaccaria and Mondi- 
almatic, another Italian 
manufacturer. And there 
were other games distrib- 
uted by Fortuna. On the 
stand I met a new-comer 
to the firm, Niels Fortuijn 
who is Henk’s brother-in- 
law, and very much enjoy- 
ing being in a business 
that is quite new to him. 
On the first day of the 
show a buffet lunch with 
champagne was served to 
friends and customers. 
And there was a draw 
with some of the newest 
and best machines as 
prizes. 


Where gaming mach- 
ines were concerned, it 
was the British firms that 
were scoring. The distrib- 
utors of all the leading 
makes were showing the 
latest models. Barcrest 
machines were the big 
feature on the stand of 
Janssen and Hahnraths, 
the Dutch distributor. I 
was told that the Barcrest 
Royal Diamonds has been 
a top seller since Sep- 
tember, and the demand 
is not diminishing. The 
prototypes of the Barcrest 
Royal Casino were on 
show, to test reactions. 
And some of the old Bar- 
crest favourites were 
there also, for they are 
still in demand. Among 
the other games presen- 
ted was the Universal 
Lady Bug, going well, 
Fantasy from Zaccaria 
and Model Racing's

Dribbling. Everywhere in 
the show video games 
were attracting a lot of 
attention; they were 
accepted very slowly at 
first in Holland, and are 
now enjoying a boom. 
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Jac. Van Ham, distrib- 
utor of JPM in Holland, 
were showing two new 
JPM models JPM models. 
One was the attractive 
Lucky Six, an upright of 


the conventional type, 
always popular in the 
Netherlands, and the 


other was something new 
and different, Bar Bingo, 
based on bingo, which 
was presented for the 
first time anywhere, and 
which had a new style 
cabinet into the bargain. 
And some of the older JPM 
favourites were there too. 
Jan. Van Ham is now pro- 
ducing video games him- 
self, using boards which 
he imports from Japan. 
His cabinets will take any 
game, and are of excellent 
design (Mike Furmedge 
was responsible) to fit in 
anywhere, from an ar- 
cade to a high class hotel 
lobby. Video games from 
JPM included Turpin and 
Super Cobra. The Jac. 
Van Ham stand was es- 
pecially attractive, with 
an enclosed section with 
dim lighting so that the 
machines could be seen to 
the best advantage, and a 
fountain in the centre.

Euro- 
coin are also very pleased 
to be representing David 
Green equipment in Holl- 
and, and were showing 
The Fitter from this 
British manufacturer. 


Gordon Rand, head of 
Bell Fruit Nederland was 
all smiles on the first day 
of the show, and with 
good reason. He had just 
signed a contract for the

He gave me 
some interesting news of 
a Dutch-British tie-up. 
Automat-Service De 
Vreng of Holland have 
just finalised agreements 
with two British compan- 
ies. This means that Sub- 
electro will produce 
cabinets desinged by De 
Vreng, and Century Elec- 
tronics will supply the 
logic boards. Discussions 
were continuing during 
the show, and it is expec- 
ted that the tie-up will 
result in important sales 
all over Europe. 


Delta are an important 
distributing firm in Hol- 
land, and handle all the 
popular models of gaming 
machines.
